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Army wants Boyne, Jordan river control

East Jordan Schools will operate with 
a $2,384,000 budget during the 1982-83 

school year. 

The budget is $114,000 higher than 
the one for the 1981-82 year which ends 
‘today. 

The district faces the ‘'99 percent 
possibility that we will have no state 
aid,’’ superintendent Tom Rossler said. 
A district no longer gets state aid when 
its property value-to-student ratio rea- 
ches a certain level. 

The budget prepared by Rossler 
shows no state aid among the projected 
revenues. Last year the district received 
$168,000 from the state and in 1980-81 it 
received $434,000. 

‘The budget, which was approved by 
the school board Monday, projects 
$205,000 more in spending than in 
revenues. The difference will be made 
up from a $340,000 surplus that has 
accumulated over the years. 

Just over $2 million of the $2.1 million 
in income will come from local property 
taxes. The rest will come from the 
federal government ($72,000) and from 
other sources ($48,000) such as interest 
on invested money. . 

Rossler anticipates an enrollment this 
fall of 955 students, down from the 
1,039 of the year just ended. 

The trimming of one principal and 
combining of the middle school program 
into the high school and elementary 
programs has resulted in a cut of 
$28,000 in administrative salaries. 

Principal Don Peters told the: board 

_ there has been a 15 percent cut in Title I 
‘federal aid for extra reading instruction 
for 80 students. The funding amounts to 
$69,000 and . includes a pre-school 
program for about 32 children. 

All elementary school students will 
have reading the first period of the day 
as part of their regular program, Peters 
said. 

_ In addition, they will once again have 
a full vocal music program, and half the 
- “physical education program is being 
_ restored. 
| Seventh grade will have as additional 
activities computers, health, art and

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers is 
attempting to take over control of 4,700 
miles of waterways in Michigan — 
including the Boyne and Jordan rivers. * 

Area Cong. Bob Davis, state Lt. Gov. 
James Brickley and others are trying to 
block the effort. Davis has introduced 
legislation to halt the action. 

The Corps presently has jurisdiction 
over 571 miles of state inland waterways 
— including Lake Charlevoix. 

The two area rivers now are managed 
by the state Department of Natural 
Resources, which has jurisdiction over 
the 4,656 miles the Corps wants. 

‘‘This jurisdiction can be claimed, via 
a Corps developed process, without 
public hearings or state input and 
without additional Congressional ac- 
tion,’’ Brickley said in a letter of protest 
to Vice President George Bush. : 

The Corps has arbitrarily changed its 
definition of the term ‘‘navigable wat- 
ers,’’ Brickley explained, to include 
those waters which had at some time 
been used for commercial purposes or 
could be in the future. The only 
“navigable waters’? up to this time 
were those presently used in commerce. 

This change, Brickley said, goes so 
far as to include waters once used by 
trappers. The definition, he said, could 
include waters ‘‘which had out-of-state 


reparians (banks), or where a resident 
of another state had vacationed, or 
where waterfowl banded in another 
state had been shot.’’ : 

Brickley is fighting the plan as a 
needless and potentially costly dupli- 
cation of efforts, and as a violation of 
President Reagan’s edict to return 
contro{ to the states. 

The Corps has spent about $650,000 
in studies — in Michigan alone — to 
determine which waterways it can 
assume jurisdiction over, the lieutenant 
governor said. 

He said the state’s agricultural, 
mineral and forest industries and 
waterfront property owners ‘‘may be 
faced with another level of permitting 
reviews and many state fish and game 
activities will also be subject to supreme 
Corps authority.’” 

Davis, in introducing his legislation, 
said the action by the Corps ‘‘cannot be 
allowed. At the federal level we have 
made a commitment to the states to give 
them more, not less, control of their 
own affairs. This move by the Corps i is a 
move in the opposite direction.’ 

The federal government, Davis said, 
has regulated certain waters deemed 
essential to interstate commerce under 
Section 10 of the Rivers and Harbors 
Appropriation Act of 1899.

In 1972, Congress enacted Section | 
404 of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act, which ig now the Clean 
Water Act of 1977. This gives the states 
the right to control filling and alteration 
of waterways not controlled by the 
Corps. 

By moving the waterways from state 
to Corps control, Davis said, ‘‘Michigan 
will have made the effort to comply with 
federal mandates of clean water sta- 
tutes needlessly, and the state will be 
forced to comply with unnecessary du- 
plication of effort at the federal level.”’ 

Brickley said the Corps should not be 
allowed to take over states’ rights 
“‘merely by its own interpretations and 
by the promulgation of its own regula- 
tions.’’ The Corps is taking the action, 
he said, based on its own interpre- 
tations of court decisions. 

If the Corps does assume control over 
the Boyne and Jordan rivers, it will 
increase its Lake Charlevoix Basin 
jurisdiction to 39.8 miles, instead of the 
current 15 miles. 

It wants control over 6.5 miles of 
Boyne River and 18.3 miles of Jordan 
River. The Lake Charlevoix section of 
the plan has already been submitted to 
the Corps’ division engineer in Chicago 


with a recommendation for approval | 


from the Detroit district office.

million 


spending plan 


The Boyne City school board Monday 
night approved a $3 million budget for 
the coming year. 

Total spending is estimated at $3,177, 
408, while revenues are expected to be 
$2,975,258. The balance will be made 
up from funds left over from this budget 
year, which ends today. 

This is an increase of 12.5 percent 
over the 1981-82 budget. Th previous 
year the budget rose 7 percent, but in 
1980-81 it dipped by 1 percent from the 
year before. 

The district has a projected enroll- 
ment of 1,150, down from 1,191 in the 
1981-82 school year. Superintendent 
Rich Kelly expects elementary enroll- 
ment to drop from 518 to 485 this fall, 
middle school to climb from 274 to 285 
and high schoo! to fall from 399 to 380. 

The high point in district enrollement 
came in 1974-75 when the student 
population stood at 1,663. 

No residents attended a public hear- 
ing on the budget held before the 
meeting. 

The bulk of revenues will be brought 
in from local property taxes—$2.86 
million of the $2.97 million. The state 
equalized valuation of the schoo! district 
is up 9.03 percent over last year and the 
revenue from property tax is up 
$230,000 even though the district 
lowered the tax rate from 21.4 to 21.3 
mills. 

A hearing required by the state Truth 


in Taxation law will be held at a later- 


date. The hearing must be held because 
the district will receive more money 
from property tax than it did in 1981-82. 

Money from the state and federal 
governments has been drying up in past 
years. Since the district is no longer on 
the state aid formula, it has had state 
funding sharply curtailed. And money 
for state “‘categoricals’’ — transporta- | 
tion, vocational education and special’ 
education — has been cut by two-thirds. 

By naming the Char-Em Intermediate 


district as its fiscal agent (money 
handler) for these programs the district 
hopes to get some more money from the 
state for categoricals. The board signed 
a contract with Char-Em for that 
purpose Monday. 

The largest increases in expenditures 
ate expected to come from utility and 
fuel costs and from salary adjustments 
and increases in employee benefits. 

Dental care is being added to the 
health insurance package this year and 
long-term disability insurance is being 
added for some employees not already 
receiving it. Health insurance prem- 
iums are up 20 percent over a year ago, 
Kelly noted. 

Kelly has predicted that it could cost 
as much. as $60,000 to heat the district’s 
four buildings (three schools and bus 
garage). In the school year just ended, 
heating costs were $47,500, he said, 
cofnpared with $41,204 the year before. 

Kelly has also budgeted $12,000 for 
repairs ‘. the high school roof, which is 
leaking. +.¢ is still awaiting a sepa on 
the extent of repairs needed. : 

The cost of adult education continues 
to go down because of the district’s: 
involvement-in a consortium of several 
districts which are sharing the cost-of. 
the program which was too small torbe: 
cost-efficient at the local level. j 

Adult ed cost the district about: 
$50,000 two years ago and is down to 
$15,000 in the coming year. The 


consortium pays 75 percent of the salary - 


and benefits of the adult ed director and: 
50 percent of those costs for the: 
program secretary. 

Kelly has predicted that the school 
lunch and sports programs will be less 
self-supporting in the coming year.  - 

He budgeted a transfer of $38,400 to: 
the athletic fund from the general fund. 
to meet costs there, but says he thitks | 
that can be whittled down. In 1981-82; 
there was $25,500 transferred to the

House had a busy week

After approving a variety of bills in its 
final day, the Michigan House recessed 
for the summer last week, concluding 
one of the most difficult springs on 
record. 

One issue not resolved was _ final 
approval for the 1982-83 budget. Des- 
pite urgings by Gov. Milliken and the 
Republicans for immediate action, the 
majority party succeeded in winning a 
delay until lawmakers return on August 
30. 

Some leaders are worried that the 
wait will mean a delay in making school 
aid and local government payments 
scheduled for October 1. 

Last week, action in the House 
included: 

~—Approval of two bills designed to 
Save new car buyers money by letting 
them pay sales tax on the difference 
between the value of a trade-in and the 
cost of the car. The measure will not 
take effect until 1984. 

~—Enxtension of the current 11 percent 
maximum interest rate on land con- 
tracts until December 1. The House also 
retained the current statutory interest 
ceiling ; on first mortgages at the 
criminal usury limit of 25 percent and 
extended the exemption for loans of 
$100,000 or more secured by real 
property other than single-family resi- 
dences, 

~Approval of legislation expanding 
the smali business tax credit. Currently, 
small businesses can receive a tax credit 
of up to SO percent if their business 
income is withing a certain range. The 
approved legislation would increase

that credit to 90 percent of the lax 
liability. 

Businesses with gross receipts less 
than $3 million, and with business 
income less that $300,000 can receive 
the credit. Beginning in 1984, busines- 
ses will be eligible for the credit if their 
gross receipts are less that $6 million, 
and their business income is less than 
$450,000. The measure will only take 
effect if the single business tax reve- 
nues increase by at least the $25 million 
the expanded credit will probably cost 
the state treasury. 

—Passage of a measure prohibiting 
oi) companies from charging a higher 
price for credit card purchases of 
gasoline. The same measure also for- 
bids oil companies from charging gas 
Station owners for honoring credit 
cards. 


—Approval of a bill providing a state 
income tax credit to farmers permitting 
non-profit groups and charities to 
“*glean”’ leftover crops from their fields. 
The bill allows a 10 percent credit of the 
market value of the crops, not to exceed 
the tax liability of the farmer. 


—A bill was approved providing for 
the creation of an authority within the 
Department of Agriculture to help 
young farmers, without starting capital, 
to get equipment. 

—The Senate and House concurred 
on a-substitute version of a citizens 
lobby initiated law ballot proposal that 
would abolish the automatic adjustment 
clauses for utility rates and replace 
them with a procedure requiring public 
notice and complete hearings.

As it is, one hears people at friendly 
gatherings, discussing values—what to 
keep, what to forget, how to organize 
them. 

And that’s what one would have to 
do—set up a list of things one values, 
like health, wealth, friendship, fun, and 
so on, : 

Next, well, there are several ‘‘nexts’’ 
to choose from.

That’s silly on the face of it, 
but lots of people have done it, 
obviously—fame, wealth, or power 
being some favorites. Sacrificing every- 
thing else for it.

SS changes proposed 


BY BOB DAVIS

Shortly after the House of Represen- 
tatives reconvenes July 12, the house 
rules committee is expected to consider 
my request to allow major amendments 
to a bill that is supposed to address the 
problems facing social security disabil- 
ity recipients who are undergoing 
eligibility review. 

The bill, which was reported favor- 
able by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, was prompted by the current 
disability review process which has 
caused many deserving disability recipi- 
ents to have their benefits taken away. 

While studies showed that as many as 
18 percent of the people receiving 
disability benefits should not be, the 
current review process has resulted in 
the termination of benefits for about 46 
percent of recipients. 

Of that 46 percent who had benefits 
taken away, 65 percent later were found 
deserving, but had suffered the loss of 
benefits while their cases were being 
appealed. 

Most members of Congress agree 
that legislation desperately is needed to 
revise the review process, however, the 
bill reported by Ways and Means takes 
the wrong approach. If passed, this bill 
would close the evidence record after 
the initial consideration of the review. 


In other words, if the appeal reaches ° 
the stage of a hearing before an. 
administrative law judge no new evi- 
dence would be allowed. This is 
especially unfair because most people. 
don’t hire lawyers until that stage, and. 
undoubtedly have new evidence to” 


- present, 


The bill also mandates a face-to-face 
interview at the initial reconsideration 
stage, which sounds good, but most 
likely would result in several months’ 
delay for rural residents who would 
have to wait for hearing officers to 
travel to their areas. 

In many respects, this bill svould . 
cause more problems than it would 


solve. Before it can reach the full House - 


for a vote, the rules committee must 
decide whether to allow amendments to 
be offered on the House floor. If the 
rules committee votes not to allow my” 
amendments, | will work to defeat the 
bill on the House floor and sfart over 
with my legislation.
